been given its use on favorable 
term s with which to finance him ­ 
self? 
No sy s te m of credit adapted 
to ihe farm er’s use has ever ex 
isled in this nation, and th ere has 
never been sufficient 
capital 
in 
1 he agricultural 
com m unities 
to 
c a n y on this industry. 
As 'in exam ple: 
lr. D ecem ber 
of 1915, when the farm e r had fat-j 
trued his hogs in this 
sta te by I 
the thousands when he was com ­ 
pelled to sell them he w as offered 
51,2 cents per pound. W ithin ninety 


d a y s atter his hogs h id b ie n sold

Missouri will point the way to 
the world in road building in rural 
com m unities. 
Today there is not 
a single yard of state highw ay in 
M issouri: but by the tim e this ad ­ 
m inistration closes, 3,500 miles of 
the fine*--* sta te roads in the world 
will connect each and every county, 
each and every great city and carli 
farm er with every railroad depot. 
Including tin* money spent by the 
counties, sta te and nation in Mis­ 
souri in the next four vears, I sh a ll 
be disappointed if we do not 
r a i s e 
at least thirty million dollars. And 
every foot of th ese roads will be 
bui!* in the agricultural com m un­ 
ities. 
The State’s Finances. 
A sound financial fabric for the 
s ta te ’s finances is of vital im port­ 
ance to the farm er and the state. 
Upon assum ing authority, the pres­ 
ent adm inistration found the state 
practically without credit. An in­ 
debtedness of 
som e two and one- 
fourth million dollars was inherit - 
ed. 
It has been openly adm itted 
by 'h o se who sold sun jibes to the 
sta te that they had been charging 
e x h i b ita n t prices, 
or 
delivering 
short of the am ount of m erchan­ 
dise charged 
for, 
because 
they 
claim ed they did not know 
when 
they would receive iheir money. 
Various institutions oi 
the 
stat* 
had been borrow ing money at 8 
per cent interest in order to keep 
their doors open. 
One of my first official acts was 
to assem ble all of the debts of the 
state and negotiate a loan through 
the St. Louis banks at 4 per cent 
interest, thus im m ediately re-estab­ 
lishing the credit of the state and 
saving the taxpayers $500,000 on 
this transaction. 
Tile legislature was called upon 
to pass new revenue bills, taxing 
incomes, inheritances, capital stock 
of corporations, soft 
drinks, 
sa­ 
loons, m ines and increasing the tax 
on automobiles. 
T hese revenues 
will bring to ♦Im state approxim ate 
Iv four million dollars 
per year. 
of which probably 
only 
$500,OOO 
will be paid by the rural com m un­ 
ities The entire rem aining part will 
be paid by the five large cities— 
St. Louis, K ansas City. St. Joseph. 
Joplin and Springfield. This state 
ment will correct any im pression 
that may have gone abroad that an 
increased and unjust but den is to 
be placed upon 
the 
agricultural 
com m unities. But the distribution 
of this money will be according to 
population. The rural com m unities 
will receive for their 
roads 
and 
schools alone, $1,750,000. 
So on 
that one tra n sa ctio n they will re­ 
ceive $1,250,000 m ore 
than 
will pay in. 
lf all 
sonal property in 
tied at its true m arket value, the 
farm e r will not. therefore, be hit 
the hardest, because the farm val­

T h e T a x C o m m issio n . 
After passing the revenue bills, 
th e next step of the legislature was 
to create the state tax commission. 
T he purpose of the tax commission 
was no’ especially to raise taxes 
because that will be unnecessary. 
u was to bring to light p ro p e rs 
which had never been taxed. 
And, 
second, to equalize taxes for 
citizens. 
Some w ere

Banks were paying on a 
Tai per cent a sse ssm e n t; railroads 
about 2313 per cent. O thers from 
IO to 60 per cent, etc.
